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THE MUSIC OF THE PTISUE 


ARMY. 


» Tn 1857 the Government deterinined upon 
the eitiro reconstruction of tha band system, 
of the British Army, which, from. various 
causess was working very unsalisfacterily, 
and made move in tho right dixection Ly 
instituting in that year a school. of inilitary 
music at Kneller Hall, near Twickenham, 
(For the first decade of its career, however, 
Kneller Hall occupied the same anomalous 
pesitivn as did the bands themselves, being 
partly supported hy Government and partly 
by a contribution of £10 per annum from 
wach "regiment, But in 1867 the War Office 
took jt over altugethor as a Government 
Sehool, and since then has paid tho entire 

penses. The staif consists of a com- 

andant, a quartermaster, an adjytant, a 
directdr, of music, and. nine professors. 
The ptinury object of dhe school is to i 
promising men, nsually arid sergeants, 
recommended by their commanding officer, 
for the post of bandmuster. They spond 
about tyo:years in the institution, and aro 
fully instrueted in ‘eounterpoint | in four 
parts, and inv knowledge of the-com puss, 
capabilitigs, and proper combination of the 
virious military musical instruments. The 
Army: is now “altogether supplied ‘with 
bandmasters from this college, about twenty 
per annum leaving to join diffrent regi- 
ments. Knetler Hull, however, does not 
stup lere, Tt alsu trains such young in- 
strunentalists as ure recommended hy 
bandnustors from among tho most promis.. 
ing of their own drummers and buglers, 
alyy tho sons of soldiers in the regi- 
ment, or lads from the Duke of« York’s 
School, tho Hibernian School, Dublin, 
the bands of industrial schouls, or any 
souree wheres boys about to embrace 
a ullitary lifo and with some taste for 
music cau be procured.
